Two of them fell into the water and 
the third exploded on the shore with­ 
out doing any damage. 
An official dispatch issued at Con­ 
stantinople says: 
“The enemy continues his move- , 
monte at the Tchatalja lines. Several 
encounters 
have 
occurred 
during 1 
these operations, all of them ending 
in the retirement of the enemy. 
An 
engagem ent 
near 
Palal 
developed 
into a somewhat severe battle 
The 
warship 
hijlalies 
bombarded 
the 
enemy from 
Biyuk Chekmodyo, o 
the Sea of 
larmora. 
“The bombardment of Adrianople 
continues ni ht and day, but the dam­ 
age 
Is 
unimportant. 
The 
courage 
and vigor of the Turkish troops is 
admirable. 
“The enemy, which has occupied 
and is fortifying and entrenching the 
heights south of Xamilo, in the vicin- j 
tty of Gallipoli, has been subjected to 
an artillery fire by the Turkish army , 
and fleet.” 
Rumors continues to circulate here 
of the approaching renewal of peace | 
negotiations. 
Nothing 
definite 
is 
known in this respect, but Bulgaria i 
and Roumania are about to resume, 
at 
Sofia, their negotiations on 
the 
frontier question, which recently were 
Interrupted In Tendon. 
It is understood that the last meet- I 
ing of the ambassadorial conference 
discussed the Albanian question and j 
the conferees argued for and against 
sending an international commission 
to delimit the frontiers of the new 
Albanian state.

AEROPLANE SP IE S ON TURKS 


Aviator A lso Drops Four Bom bs on 
Arsenal. 
Rome, Feb. 8.—-A special dispatch 
from the Island of Lemnoe, in th* 
Aegean sea, says the Greek aviator 
Mutuals, accompanied by the Greek 
Captain 
Maraitmis, made 
a daring 
flight over the straits of the Darda­ 
nelles in a hydro-aeroplane, which cov­ 
ered 180 kilometers. 
A thorough reconnaissance of the 
Turkish fleet was made and the avia­ 
tor then flew over Maiden, near the 
southern point of the Gallipoli penin­ 
sula und overlooking the Dardanelles, 
and dropped four bombs on the ar­ 
senal there. 


FIREMEN VJTE

New York, Feb. 8.—The committee 
of m anagers of the Eastern railroads 
announced 
that 
their 
firemen 
had 
voted almost unanimously to strike A 
statem ent signed by Chairman Elisha 
l>ee, for the committee, says: 
'Advices received by the Eastern 
railroads indicate that the 30,oou fire­ 
men, almost to a man, -vo-vi ‘yes* on 
the proposition to striae aud tie up 
over 52,PCK) miles of railroads rather 
than accopt the offer of the compa­ 
nies to arbitrate through a commis­ 
tion of disinterested men of sufficient 
numbers adequately to consider the 
magnitude of the questions at issue. 
“lf the firemen announce that as 
a result of their 
strike vote 
their 
committee will tail out the men the 
railroads will, of course, take steps 
Immediately to prepare for the opera­ 
tion of trains under strike conditions.** 


CALLS 
CUBA 
TO ACCOUNT 


United States 
Dem ands Punishm ent 
of Editors. 
Havana, Feb. 8.—A rthur M. Beau- 
pre, the American minister to Cuba, 
acting under direction of the state 
departm ent at Washington, presented 
to Secretary of State Sanguilly a per­ 
emptory note Insisting that immedi­ 
ate measures be taken for the prose­ 
cution and punishment of the persons 
responsible for the recent attacks on 
the American legation by the news­ 
papers of Cuba. 
The note intimates that should the 
Cuban laws be insufficient for the pro­ 
tection of foreign diplomats the Unit­ 
ed States will insist that means for 
their protection be found promptly.

Tw elve Minutes, at the End of W hich 


the Aged W itness Collapses. 


Jekyl Island, Ga., Feb. 8.—A spasm 
of the throat that left William Rocke­ 
feller a strangling, trembling old man, 
on the verge of nervous collapse, ab­ 
ruptly term inated his exaniThation by 
Chairman Pujo and Counsel Samuel 
IJntermyer of the house money trust 
committee here. 
Mr. Rockefeller was asked just four 
questions, each practically immaterial, 
before the attack forced conclusion of 
the hearing. 
The .aged Standard Oil 
m agnate was closeted with the com­ 
mitteemen for only twelve minutes. At 
the end of the tim e he was assisted 
to his couch by Dr. Walter F. Chap­ 
pells, who declared his patient ex­ 
hausted. 
In 
Mr. Rockefeller’s 
suite in 
an 
apartm ent house on the isolated island 
that forms the estate of the exclusive 
Millionaires’ club of Jekyl Island the 
seventy-two-year-old Standard Oil mag­ 
nate submitted to the questions. There 
ended the six months’ search of the 
go\ em inent 
process 
servers, 
who 
sought the reluctant witness from New 
York to the Bahamas and who lay 
siege to his New York home. 
The net result of the examination, 
so far as the money trust investiga­ 
tion was concerned, added practically 
nothing of value to the record. 
It did 
dem onstrate to the satisfaction of Mr. 
Untermyer 
and 
Mr. Pujo 
that Mr. 
Rockefeller is hardly 
a tit subject 
physically for a gruelling examination 
on the details of his financial career. 
Members of the Jekyl Island club and 
Dr. Walter F. C h a p p ell shook their 
heads doubtfully when asked about 
Mr. Rockefeller’s physical condition. 


M agnate’s Condition Serious. 


“Mr. Rockefeller is in a very seri­ 
ous state.'’ the doctor said. 
He added that a new growth of a 
malignant nature recently had formed 
in Mr. Rockefeller’s throat and that 
serious developments were to be ex­ 
pected at any time. 
Contrary to expectations, the Jekyl 
Island club interposed no objections 
to the invasion of its private domain 
by the congressional inquisitors. 
The club launch met Mr. Pujo and 
Mr. Untermyer at the Brunswick dock 
and carried them, with their retinue 
of clerks and stenographers, to Mr. 
Rockefeller's apartment, which is in 
the 
same 
building 
with 
those 
of 
Jam es J. Hill and J. P. Morgan. They 
were admitted, accompanied by John 
A. Carver and A. J. Cravatt, counsel 
for Mr 
Rockefeller, and Dr. Chap- 
pelle. 
In the apartm ent were Mrs. 
Rockefeller and Mr. Rockefeller's two 
sons and his daughter, Mrs. McAlpin. 
The examination was delayed for a 
time by a conference bet ween counsel 
for the prospective witness and Mr. 
Cntermyer, but the inquisitors finally 
were ushered into a large drawing 
room where Mr. Rockefeller, bent and 
shaking, sat in a large arm chair be 
side a glass topped table. 
The trembling hands of the once 
active head of the powerful Standard 
Oil group of bankers settled on the 
arms of his chair as he rose to greet 
his 
visitors. 
He 
did 
not 
remain 
standing long, however, and his whis­ 
pered word of greeting was inaudible, 
even to those nearest him.

Springfield, 111,, Feb. 8.- -Governor 
Dunne received one of the greatest 
surprises of his political life when he 
received a letter asking the writer’s 
name be withdrawn as an applicant 
for an official position. 
Boba F. Hus­ 
ton of Benton, Franklin county, was 
the writer and bls latter reads: 
"After giving my application for a 
position under your administration se­ 
rious thought I am afraid that I acted 
not only selfishly but very hastily. 
I 
therefore request that you remove my 
name from your list of officeseekers." 


New York, Feb. 8.—Herman Rosen­ 
thal's one time partner in gambling 
picked up th*' broken threads of Ros­ 
enthal's story and told the aldermanic 
committee investigating graft a tale 
of money paid for police protection 
eclipsing that of Jack Roae, Charles 
Becker’s 
collector. 
For 
seventeen 
years, Jam es 
Purcell said, he had 
paid for the privilege of running a 
gambling house, making a handbook 
or conducting a pool room. 
He gave 
the police more than $50,000, he de­ 
clared, during this period. 
Former Sheriff Harvey of Queens 
county, Police Inspector McLaughlin, 
half a dozen police captains, includ­ 
ing 
a brother-in-law of Charles 
F. 
Murphy, the Tammany leader, and 
scores of ward heelers and policemen, 
some now on the force, others off, 
were among the men who got the 
money, he said. Once, he said, orders 
came “Indirectly” from Murphy him­ 
self to close up. 
He moved at once. 
Charles Becker, now In the death 
house at Sing Sing for the murder of 
Rosenthal, got $350 from him for “fix­ 
ing" the evidence against him and 
five others taken in a raid Becker 
made on his gambling house, Purcell 
declared. 
Becker was then head of 
the "strong arm " squad for the sup­ 
pression of gambling.

I Southern States, Which Were Thought 
to Object to Provision, Show Favor. 
Amendment May Pass This Winter. 
Champ Clark Rich In Reminiscence. 
Corridors Get Nicknames.

Washington, 
Feb. 
8. — [Special.-) — 
There is a general opinion that the 
amendment to the constitution provid­ 
ing for the election of senators by di­ 
rect vote will be ratified by three- 
fourths of the spates at the sessions of 
tho legislatures this winter. 
At first 
it was thought southern states would 
not ratify the am endm ent because it 
did not go as far us southern men ar­ 
gued it should go in giving the states 
absolute control over the election of 
senators. 
Thut was the fight which kept the 
resolution !>efore congress so long. As 
passed it leaves the power just as It 
now exists, neither enlarging nor cur­ 
tailing the authority of the states. 
As 
a 
number of southern states have 
shown favor to the amendment, the 
latter Is expected to receive enough in 
dorsements tills winter to make it part 
of the constitution. 


Chum p’s Reminiscence!. 
Wherever a group of men assemble 
aud Speaker Clark is present he is 
almost sure to be the center of Inter­ 
est on account of his reminiscences. It 
■hows a disposition In men to listen to 
tales of the Twist. Not only does Champ 
tell about his own experiences In con­ 
gress, but he often gets still farther 
back, and from his reading and wonder­ 
ful memory he tells anecdotes of Clay, 
Calhoun and Webster.

On 
the ground floor of the senate is a cor­ 
ridor flanked on one side by the office 
of Chairman Clark of the Judiciary 
committee and Chairman W arren of 
the appropriations committee.

urally that Is “Wyoming avenue.” 
It 
was once “Connecticut avenue” when 
Platt was on one side and Hawley on 
the other as chairmen of committees. 
It was “Massachusetts avenue" when 
Hoar was on one side and I*odge on 
the other. 
But we are going to have new nick 
names for these corridors—names not 
known for twenty years. 
The names 
of Texas, Routh Carolina, Alabama, 
Virginia, 
Florida 
and 
many 
other 
southern states will be put upon “ave­ 
nues" in the capitol after the 4th of 
March or as soon as the senate can 
reorganize the committees.

These states have had tho worst of 
it in the senate “avenues," and, what 
Is more important, they have penna 
neatly got the worst of it in the names 
gireu to avenues in the city. The lient 
avenues In Washington are Pennsyl­ 
vania, 
Massachusetts, 
Connecticut, 
New York, New Hampshire, Vermont 
and Rhode Island. 
The names of no 
southern states belong to any of the 
important thoroughfares of Washing 
ton. 
It Just happened so. but it is a 
fact.

Washington, Feb. 8.—Secretary of 
the Treasury MacVeagh, in a letter 
to Representative Carter Glans of the 
house banking and currency commit­ 
tee, which is investigating treasury or­ 
der No. 5, criticised on the ground 
that it would result in the accumula­ 
tion of $200,000,000 a year in gold in 
the New York banks from customs re­ 
ceipts, declared that the new plan of 
handling receipts and disbursements 
of the government did not involve an 
increase in the amount of bank de­ 
posits to any appreciable extent. 
"The increase win not exceed in the 
aggregate $2,000,000 or $8,000,000, if it 
reaches that sum,” wrote the secre­ 
tary.

Burke and Martin, grows out of the 
recent election of Dean Sterling as 
successor to Senator Gamble 
Craw­ 
ford charged that his colleagues at­ 
tempted to defeat Storting, despite tho 
fact that Sterling was the choice In 
the primary.

Washington, Feb. S.—Storm clouds 
over Central America, with the Mgnal 
exception of Costa Rica. caused the 
United States to or^er four warships 
there. 
Reports upon w hich this government 
took action com*' from many quarters 
and, though in most cases they are 
somewhat vague and speculative, they 
are strongly of the same general tenor 
—that it was no longer thought wise 
to permit American interests in Cen­ 
tral America to remain exposed to 
any dangers. 
In Salvador, where for a long period 
peace ha.s prevailed, the attem pted as­ 
sassination last Tuesday of President 
Aruajo by a band of conspirators Ie 
believed here to threaten trouble, al­ 
though the president sent assurances 
to his minister that the country was 
quiet.

Ix>r.eiigra(] (Kirk Kills**) the numlier 
of casualties on l» oth sides exceeded 
Iir>.OOU. while at I.ulo Burgas the Turk 
ish killed and wounded alone nunilier- 
od nearly 50,000. 
The losses of the 
Bulgarians are placed Ht 20,000 killed 
I nd wounded. 
In the fierce five day 
b attles in the vicinity of Tchorlu the 
Turks lost 40,000 In dead and wounded, 
according to Turkish sources, while 
tin* Bulgarians had 15,000 casualties. 
It is announced officially that in Con­ 
stantinople there are to b e found not 
fewer than fxuxx) wounded soldiers.

adversity all tumb le upon the sensi­ 
b ilities of one who reads of his hi test 
troub le. 
The m ajor general has figured in va­ 
rious affairs of hardship in the past 
few years. 
He has b een estranged 
from Ills wife and son. Stanton, for a 
long time and on several occasions has 
b een tieset b y suits for large sums of 
money which he had b orrowed or con­ 
tracted in unfortunate b usiness a f ­ 
fairs. 
Several times recently the great 
collection of w ar trophies, paintings, 
medals, arm*, uniforms and other me­ 
mentos which enrich his house at 23 
Fifth avenue. New York, have b een in 
danger of attachm ent. 
Each time Mrs. 
Sickles has come to the aid of her b us 
b and with sub stantial sum*. 
The old 
warrior 
had 
steadfastly 
renounced 
Mrs. Sickles und coldly turned from 
her through the years of their separa­ 
tion. 
A b rief reconciliation occurred 
when Mrs. Sickles made her last con­ 
trib ution to protect his treasure*. 
This reconciliation proved short lived 
b ecause of the rapid and sensational 
developments of General Sickles’ final 
calamities. 
And therein Is focused the 
b iggest rom ance of the w arrior's life. 
The charge ngalnst him made b y the 
state of New York technically Is that 
he diverted to his own private uses ap­ 
proximately $30.000 of funds b elonging 
to the state m onum ent commission 
He returned part of this, and the b al­ 
ance of hts discrepancy was approxi­ 
mately $23.000 when tin* attorney gen­ 
eral lost all patience and issued a war 
rant for the general’s arrest. 
This was the sorrowful b lot on a pa 
trlot’s record and the national sorrow 
of b is countrymen that the hero of 
G ettysb urg should he incarcerated as 


h felon b ehind Jail b ars, possib ly to 
die there. 
A wave of Indignation over 
such a prospect rose from all over the 
country. 
It was quickly apparent that 
no one, not even the state officials, 
really wished to prosecute the order of 
punishment upon the general, b ut that 
the officials were In a peculiar posi­ 
tion. 
As Governor Sulzer expressed it, 
they had the deepest reverence and ad­ 
miration for the general, b ut they could 
not officially condone or cover a pub ­ 
lic offense such as b is. 
Thus Major General Sickles, the man 
who whipped b ack the valiant hosts 
of the Confederacy under Major Gen­ 
eral Longstreet a t G ettysb urg and who 
lost his leg In tin*t engagement, was 
actually arrested. 
For several min­ 
utes though It was all technical-—the 
hero of the greatest American b attle 
was actually a prisoner 
Sheriff Julius Harb urger, actuated b y 
nersoiuil friendship and the same emo- 
tlons felt b y all concerned In the case, 
served the wa rra nt of a rrest and nc 
eepted the b ond of $30.(xh) offered b y a 
surety company in a perfunctory mute 
ner In tho general's house. 
The inci­ 
dent h u h dram atic In the extreme. 
Ft 
wus more of a s<slal affair than a 
physical expression b y the state of its 
|N>wer against a crippled old veteran. 
it was in this hour of need that 
many personal friends and many prom­ 
inent persons all over the country 
came to the front with offers of finan­ 
cial aid. 
All expressed their patriotic 
purpose of merely helping their coun­ 
trym an to repay In u pitifully small 


have b een directing serious charges 
against Miss Eleanor Earl Wilmerdlng, 
the general's housekeeper. 
W hen M» o. 
Sickles, who was the first on.e looked 


upon as the one to save the general, 
expressed 
her 
willingness 
again to 
solve his troub le she made the condi­ 
tion that Miss Wilmerdlng m ust leave 
the general’s house. 
She declared she 
would sell her jewels and b eggar her­ 
self to save the wartim e hero, b ut she 
would not do that to provide the com­ 
fort of the woman she declared was 
her husb and’s undoing. 
General Sickles received this ulti­ 
m atum from the lips of his son and 
thought It over for a day. Then he de­ 
cided to accept the charity of his old 
foes rather than sub mit. 
He shut the 
doors of his house against his wife 
and son. 
It was a final display of the 
general’s old headstrong, self willed 
pride. 
The picture of the general presented 
herewith has a sinister suggestion in 
view of the recent technical arrest, b ut 
in reality it represents a happy mo­ 
ment in the general’s life. 
It was tak 
en at a memorial celeb ration some 
time ago and shows the general b eing 
assisted b y n policeman. 
The son, who has shown such grim 
j antagonism to his father and has ut- 
i tered repeated stories of the alleged 
' sins of the latter after the recent trou- 
! b le, renewed his attacks with fiercer 
I anger. He declared his father had car- 
! ried on an improper love affair with 
1 a prominent New York society woman 
for over eighteen years and had squan­ 
dered thousands of dollars on her, as 
■ well as upon Miss Eleanor Earl Wll- 
| merding, the housekeeper. 
He dis­ 
played several letters purporting to 


j have b een written b y the general to 
the society woman. 
Finally he declared he would expose 
the society woman and regain some of 
the fortune which was squandered 
upon her and which was properly his 
patrimony In common with his sister. 
He went so far as to say threats had 


b een made upon his life b y a b rother 
of the woman he was attacking. 
A servant In the house, speaking for 
the general, recently said: 
“The general says that Stanton Is an 
ungrateful son. 
Neither the general 
nor any one else dear to him ca,rcs a 
raj) w hat this ungrateful son says. 
The people who know tho general are 
standing b y him, and no one holds him 
responsib le for w hat this ungrateful 
son says. 
Letters ure coming from all 
over the country, showing sympathy 
w 1th him.” 
The letters which Ftanton Sickles re 
femxl to, he declared, he recognized 
as b eing In the handwriting of the so­ 
ciety woman whose alleged letters and 
those of his father to her, Stanton has 
b een giving ou t 
”1 am not afraid,” he said, “and I 
won't cense from giving out letters un­ 
til the housekeeper who squandered 
my father’s fortune Is driven from his 
home. 
1 am going to see my lawyer 
ab out these latest threatening letters, 
hut no m atter ab out that. 
I shall con­ 
tinue until that woman Is forced to 
leave my father.” 
In a letter to Mrs. Helen I). Long 
street Attorney General Carmody said 
recently that upiieals made in b ehalf 
of General Sickles will not Influence 
the state in its attem pt to recover $23.- 
47G which, It Is said, the general ap­ 
propriated from the funds of the New 
York State Monument association. 
“Your sympathetic and patriotic ex­ 
pressions do justice to your heart,-’ 
Mr. Carmody says In reply, “b ut they 
do violence to the facts In this case. 


the state of New York for converting 
to his own use the sum of $23,470.’* 
General 
Sickles was adjudged b y 
men who were his sub ordinates on the 
b attlefield or their sons to b e unworthy 
of memb ership In the T,o.vnl legion, a 
secret military organization, in 1911. 
His application for memb ership was 
met with a b lackb all, thus forever de­ 
priving him of the privilege of b elong­ 
ing to the organization. 
It was the 
second time the veteran had sought ad­ 
mittance to the Loyal Legion, hut he 
withdrew the other time, ab out nine 
years ago. on the aflvlce of his 
friends. 
It seems from the result of the re­ 
cent b allot that the animosity stirred 
up in the Loyal I/egion at that time 
has not died in the intervening years. 
Many more new memb ers have b een 
accepted In the organization since 1902, 
and necessarily they must hnve b een 
more or less unacquainted with the 
i feud that almost rent the New York 
j commandery of the legion. 
However. 
; the humiliation later is more keen, If 
, the general wished to accept it so, than 
i It was in his former attempt. Then his 
j name was withdrawn b ecause of the 
storm it aroused: In the later attem pt 
the old warrior has b een rejected ab so­ 
lutely.
